CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the Senate, on the lith,a number of vills 
were introduced, among them one by Mr. 
Vest, reducing the number of copies of cer- 
tain public documents to be printed. A 
memorial from the Montana Legislature, 
which had been referred tothe committee 
on mines and mining, was, on motion of Mr. 
Ingalls, laidon the table. The Senate then 
repaired in a body to the hall of the House of 
Representatives to assist in the commemo- 
ration of the inauguration of President Wash- 
ington and the first American Congress...... 
In the House the day was entirely given ap 
to the observance of the ceremonies to par- 
ticipate In which the Senate had visited the 
hall,which consisted of music, p1layer,an ora- 
tion by Chief-Justice Fuller of the Supreme 
Court and the Doxology. 

IN the Senate, on the 12th, Mr. Gibson in- 
troduced a bill instructing the committee on 
foreign affairs to look into the expediency 
and practicability of acquiring territory for 
the occupancy of colored citizens. Mr. In- 
galls offered a concurrent resolution for a 
holiday recess from December 19 to January 
6. The new members were appointed to 
committees, and after a brief secret session 
the Senate adjourned until the 16th...... In 
the House, Mr. Butterworth offered a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, setting forth the 
charges of complicity in the ballot- box fraud 
made in the Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette 
against members of the Senate and House, 
and providing for the appointment by the 
Speaker of a committee of five to investigate 
these charges. The special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the defalcation in the 
sergeant-at-arms’ office made a partial re- 
port, and the House adjourned to the 16th. 

IN the Senate, on the 16th, re solutions mak- 
ing changes and additions in the personnel 
of the various committees, made necessary 
by the accession of new Senators, were 
adopted. A concurrent resolution providing 
for a holiday recess from December 19 to 
January 6 was adopted. In the secret ses- 
sion a number of consular and diplomatic 
nominations were confirmed, among them 
that of Solomon Hirsch to be Minister to 
Turkey, and the judiciary committee report- 
ed favorably the nomination of David J. 
srewer to be Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States...... In the 
House the clause in the President’s Message 
relating to coast defenses and fortifications 
was referred to the committee on appropria- 
tions. Zhe Senate concurrent holiday reso- 
lution was referred. The elections commit- 
tee Was instructed totake up the Clayton- 
Breckinridge contest in the Secont district of 
Arkansas. 

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Tur newspapers of Germany continue 
heir unreasoning attacks upon Stanley, 
devoting themselves chiefly to the con- 
tention that by Emin’s death Stanley 
would be the gainer; theretore Stanley 
must be held responsible for the injuries 
Emin received by walking out of a 
second-story window. 

Ir is said that Le Caron, the spy and 
informer, is shortly to publish a book 
relating his personal adventures and ex- 
periences. 

Tur employes of the clerk’s office of 
the House of Representatives presented 
to General Clark, the late clerk, a gold 
watch and chain as a token of esteem. 

Ex-Emreror Dom PEpro was unable 
to attend the session of the Lisbon 
Academy of Sciences on the night of 
the 13th, on account of illness. 

Kina Humbert has instructed the 
Italian Ambassador to express his sym- 
pathy with the English people in their 
loss of the poet Browning. 

On the 15th the Marquis de Caux, for- 
merly the husband of Adeline Patti, 

died in Paris. 

On the 15th it was said to be the in- 
tention of Stanley to remain in Zanzibar 
several weeks longer, when he will pro- 
ceed to Cairo and thence to London, ar- 
riving in England early in the spring. 

A customs bill recently introduced in 
the House by Representative McKinley 
is a compound of the Mills bill, the Sen- 
ate bill, the Howell Administration bill 
and the bills relating to the enforce- 
ment of the customs laws submitted to 
Congress by Secretary Fairchild. 

On the 16th the Democratic members 
of the Montana Senate appeared in the 
Senate chamber and took the oath of 
office. The Senate then adjourned for 
the day. The Republicans were also in- 
vited to go and join the Democrats in 
the House of Representatives. 

Emperor WILLtAM has conferred upon 
Emin Pasha the second class Order of 
the Crown, with the Star. 

On the 16th Mrs. John A. Green, mother 
of the late General John A. Green, died 
at Syracuse, N. Y., aged ninety years. 

Tue French Chamber of Deputies de- 
cided, by a vote of 266 vs. 292, that the 
recent election of M. Naquct, Boulang- 
ist, was inyalid. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Governnok Braver of Pennsylvania 
has granted a respite till January 26 for 
James W. Jacobs, of Lancaster County, 
and George Clark, of Green County, both 
of whom were to have been hanged on 
the 19th. 

At Rundy’s coal bank, a mile south of 
Butler, Pa., on the 12th, a cave-in oc- 
curred, killing one man and fatally in- 
juring another. 

NearkSchuylkill Haven, Pa., a desper- 
ate fight occurred on the 11th between 
gangs of workmen employed by the 
Draper colliery and Beddall & Co., con- 
tractors, each claiming possession ofa 
culm bank. A number of men were 
badly injured in the conflict. 

At Lexington, Pa., James Snavely’s 
four-story stone-mill was demolished on 
the 10th, from the weight of grain on 
the upper floors, completely wrecking 
the structure. The mill-hands miracu- 
lously escaped, no one being injured. 

On the 13th three miners were buried 
by a fall of ground in the Big Chapin 
iron mine at Iron Mountain, Mich. 
William Leech was rescued, badly in- 
jured, but alive. August Magnussen 
and Gustav Erickson were taken out 
dead. Later in the day another fall oc- 
curred, killing Ed Parmenter. 

New CARLISLE, O., was almost de- 
stroyed by fire on the 14th. 
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WHite passing Benning’s Station, four 
miles north of Washington, on the 14th, 
the Pennsylvania railroad Congressional 
limited express, from “New York for 
Washington, ran into a wagon contain- 
ing five men, instantly killing four and 
badly wounding the fifth. 

ON the 16th a passenger train on the 
railway from Paris to Cologne collided 
with a- goods train at Creil. Five per- 
sons were seriously injured. 

COMMENTING on the Cronin verdict 
the London Times says that consider- 
ing the difficulty experienced in em- 
paneling a jury, the verdict may be re- 
garded as satisfactory, as_ the trial 
proved plainly that the murder was 
caused by financial squabbles. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Tue Armenians near Moosh, in re- 
venge for the murder of one of their 
number, attacked and defeated a band 
of Kurds and a detachment of Turkish 
soldiers. Reinforcements of Turkish 
troops were sent from Erzeroum. 

Tue Independence Belge asserts that 
Portugal will adhere to her pretensions 
in the Nyassa region despite England’s 
objections. 

OF late violations of the law prohibit- 
ing the importation of foreign laborers 
under contract have been so frequent 
that Secretary Windom has issued a cir- 
cular to collectors of customs, commis- 
sioners of immigration and others, call- 
ing attention to the law with a view to 
its strict enforcement. 

On the 14th, at the close of business, 
there were, according to the Comptroler 
of the Currency’s statement, $198, 223,394 
National bank notes outstanding. 

In London the fear that trouble in 
Africa will come out of the action of 
Serpa Pinto is growing rapidly, and the 
probability that it will lead to serious 
complications with Portugal increases 
with the general belief that England 
has been grievously afflicted in the mat- 
ter. Both Pinto and Consul Johnson are 
of inflammable temperament,and neither 
is likely to withdraw except under the 
pressure of his government. 

Tue following is the estimate of this 
year’s cereal crops in England: Wheat, 
73,267,007 bushels; barley, 67,478,799 
bushels; oats, 113,518,967 bushels, the 
average yield per acre being 29.91, 31.81 
and 39.31 bushels, respectively. 

A FLOATING German exhibition has 
been publicly denounced by the Ham- 
burg Chamber of Commerce. 

At its meeting of the 16th the Brit- 
ish Cabinet devoted most of the session 
to the consideration of a local govern- 
ment scheme for Ireland which, it is as- 
serted, embodies many of the provis- 
ions the Liberal leaders have repeated- 
ly declared themselves to be in favor of. 

Tue National Bank of Brazil recently 
cabled its London branch that the re- 
ceipts from customs and excise for the 
first half of December are £87,000 more 
than during the same period of 1888, and 
that all is going well. 

ITALY has sent astrong force of troops 
to Lombardy to quell a revolt of the 
peasantry which is imminent in that 
province. 


CONDENSED TELEGRAMS, 








. THE Supreme Court of Alabama on the 
16th rendered a decision declaring the 
prohibition law in Calboun county uncon- 
stitutional. 

Tux Supreme Court of Georgia has de- 
cided that the courts of the State shall not 
be regulated by standard time. 

Ww. BLEwDER, of Monroe county, Tenn., 
a century old, rode on horseback seven 
miles on the 15th to let a minister use him 
as an example of longevity in a sermon. 

Sam SInGLeton, of Pine Bluff, Ark., was 
accidently killed two weeks agfo. Within 
eight days after h's death Singleton’s 
wife married the dead man’s overseer, Ed. 
Culver. Singleton was a prominent plavt- 
er, and his wife’s actions in her desire not 
to remain single is a source of much com- 
ment. 

A Goop many trees, including fruit trees, 
in the vicinity of Corinth, Miss., are be- 
ginning to bud and the chances for fruit 
next year are very poor. This, in connec- 
tion with the short cotton crop, makes the 
situation for farmers a gloomy one. 

Tue Bank of Gallatin, Tenn., has failed. 
Assets, $50,000; liabilities to depositors and 
creditors, $40,000. 

Tar lower House of the South Carolina 
Legislature has passed a bill to establish 
the Clemson Agricultural College, by 
which an appropriation of $39,000 fa year 
in perpetuity is granted. 

TuE Supreme Court of Tennessee on the 
14th decided that a busband is entitled on 
surviving his wife to any individual in- 
terest in her choses in action, and that his 
creditors may reach this interest. 

Tre list of the cases in which executive 
clemency has been extended by Gov. 
Taylor of Tennessee, since his inaugura- 
tion, thirty-five months ago, shows that 
the Governor has pardoned 465 persons, 
and commuted tbe sentences of 58 persons, 
the total number of cases of executive 
clemency being 523. 

Tne Fish Commission car left Washing: 
ton on the J6th loaded with Christmas 
presents for the people of the Southern 
States. It carries thousands and thousands 
of fish, gold fish and carp, which are being 
sent to a large number of persons scattered 
through the South, including almost every 
State south of the Obio river and the south- 
ern line of Virginia. 

Har a dozen farmers, wko were return: 
ing to their homes from Dallas, Tex., after 
selling their cotton, were robbed,by high- 
waymen onthe road. Bloodhounds were 
put on the track of the robbers, and two of 
the robbers were captured and hanged by 
the enraged farmers. 

;jGrorce W. Evans, alias William 
Franklin, a noted bank thief, was detected 
at New Orleans, La., on the 14th while try- 
ing to rob the United States Express Com: 
pany of $10,000, 





NONE WILL HANG. 


The Verdict in the Famous Cronin 
t Murder Case. 








Coughiin, Burke and O’Sullivan Go Up 
For Life, Kunze Gets Three Years 
and Beggs Goes Free—Scenes 
in Court at the Close. 





CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—Judge McConnell 
made his appearance in his private 
chamber at ten minutes before two 
eclogk. A rumer.found its way from 
the other side of the building that the 
jury had at last agreed upon a verdict. 
Extraordinary precautions were at once 
taken in and about the court room. 
Orders were issued that no one beside 
the representatives of the press and the 
counsel engaged in the case should be 
given admittance, and to the fifty or 
more reporters that occupied the 
benches there were as many more police 
officers in plain clothes. Some slight 
delay was created by the absence of 
Counselor Forrest, and a special mes- 
senger was dispatched for him, and 
upon his arrival at 2:25 p. m. Judge Mc- 
Connell took his seat upon the bench 
and the court was declared to be in ses- 
sion. 

One moment later the five prisoners 
were ushered in over the iron bridge 
leading from the jail. Lawyer John F. 
Beggs, with a deatlily pallor on his face 
and his blue eyes staring as though pro- 
truding from the bleached bones of a 
skeleton, headed the line. Behind him 
came Dan Coughlin with a half-nerv- 
ous, half-cynical smile upon his face. It 
was apparent to every observer that he 
had nerved himself for the ordeal. 
Next came O'Sullivan, his jaws com- 
pressed and the fingers of his right hand 
tugging nervously at his moustache. 
Martin Burke,close behind him, had the 
same look of stolid indifference that he 
had worn throughout the trial. -Little 
Kunze, the last in the line, was, as 
usual, the comedian of the prisoners, 
and smiled and waved his hands at the 
officers and newspaper men as he en- 
tered the room. 

As soon as the defendants had taken 
their seats three deputy sheriffs took up 
a position behind each chair, and at the 
same moment about fifty officers en- 
tered the room by the main door and 
formed a complete barricade between 
the prisoners’ row and all means of exit 
from the room. 

At'2:29 p. m. the iron doors leading to 
the jail were again swung open and, 
while the word went around the audi- 
ence ‘‘Ilecre they come,”’ the members of 
the jury filed into the room, Every 
man had on his overcoat and carried his 
hat in his hand, and this was accepted 
as conclusive evidence that a verdict 
had at last been reached. 

The twelve good men and true were 
escorted to their seats and the roll was 
called. Breathless silence prevailed. 
Even the judge, usually calm and col- 
lected, nervously wiped the perspira- 
tion from his brow. The prisoners 
maintained the demeanor which they 
had worn when entering the court-room, 
except that Burke chewed with re- 
doubled energy at his quid of tobacco, 
while O'Sullivan ran his fingers into his 
hair with a desperation that threatened 
to tear it out by the roots. 

The voice of Foreman Clark came out 
clear and distinct, and with a triumph- 
ant ring in it, when answering ‘‘We 
have,” in response to the question of the 
clerk of the court as to whether he and 
his colleagues had agreed on a verdict. 
Rising in his seat, he handed a folded 
paper to the clerk. The stillness at 
this moment was not merely oppressive, 
but painful. Every eye was turned to- 
ward the five men whose fate in an- 
other moment would be known. For- 
rest cast a glance of encouragement to- 
ward his clients, with as much as to 
say, “Be brave.” Foster from his seat, 
a couple of feet distant, threw a few 
words in whisper to Beggs. 

In another moment the voice of the 
clerk, clear and distinct, rang out upon 
the air: 

We find the defendant, John F. Beggs, not 
guilty as charged in the indictment. 

There was a buzz in the court room as 
though a thousand bated breaths had 
been let loose. The blood rushed to the 
face of the lawyer-prisoner, and in a 
second later it was of carmine hue. 
His right arm, which had been resting 
on the railing, fell to his side, and his 
entire frame shook like that of a man 
afflicted with the palsy. All this was 
but the work of a moment. Again the 
voice of the clerk rang out: 

We find the defendant, John Kunze, guilty 
of manslaughter, and fix his penalty at three 
yeais’ imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

The little comedian simply smiled 
and showed his teeth. To all appear- 
ances the verdict, at the moment, suited 
him as well as an acquittal. 

There was a pause before the clerk 
resumed. No doubt was left that the 
three remaining defendants had either 
been cofidemned to die on the scaffold, 
or to suffer a living death. The eyes of 
Coughlin, Burke and Q’Sullivan were 
riveted on the reader, while the con- 
vulsive movements of their jaws showed 
that each man was making a super- 
human effort to control his. feelings. 
For the third time the clerk cleared his 
throat and proceeded: 

We find the prisoners Daniel Coughlin, 
Martin Burke and Patrick O’ Sullivan guilty 
of murder as charged in the indictment, 
and fix their punishment at imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for the term of their nat- 
ural lives. 

The suspense of the auditors found 
vent in a half-suppressed shout and the 
demeanor of the three men passed un- 
noticed ip the wild scampering of the 
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newspaper men and officers from the 
room. Over two thousand people were 
congregated on the outside of the jail, 
and the verdict was received with satis- 
faction by a large majority. 

As soon as the verdict was rendered 
the deputies clustered around the pris- 
oners and effectually prevented any at- 
tempts at communication with them. 
Chief Hubbard stood at the rear of the 
deputies, with several officers in citi- 
zens’ clothes, whilst Sheriff Matson 
stood at the right-hand corner of the 
bench, close by the judge. 

Attorney Forrest immediately entered 
a motion fora new trial for Burke and: 
Coughlin, and Attorney Donahue did 
the same for O'Sullivan and Kunze. 
The court then thanked the jury, and,, 
turning to the States attorney, said:, 
“The prisoner Beggs, of course, will! 
stand discharged, as there is nothing: 
against him, I believe. The jury will 
also be digcharged, and the prisoners 
remanded to jail.” 

‘‘Before the prisoners are remanded,” 
said Mr. Forrest, jumping from his seat, 
“I desire to make a motion. I thought 
1 would wait until the jury was dis- 
charged before moving to have a day 
set forthe argument of a motion for a 
new trial.” 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
defendant Kunze was loud in his mani- 
festations of grief, while tears flowed 
copiously down his cheeks. Between 
his sobs and cries he was heard to say: 

“Tam innocent, God knows, of this. 
I never was at Lakeview. If I have 
got to suffer three years’ imprisonment 
for this itis ashame. Longenecker got 
witnesses to swear that I was in Lake- 
view—Schuettler.” 

At this point Kunze’s grief became 
too much for utterance, and his words 
were indistinct. 

After a long argument, Judge McCon- 
nell set January 10 as the day for filing 
a motion for a new trial, the matter to 
be considered by the court on the 13th 
of January. Judge McConnell then ar- 
nounced that the court would stand ad- 
journed until January 13, and left the 
bench. 

It is stated to-night on undoubted au- 
thority that but for the fear of Juror 
Culver going mad in the jury room the 
other eleven would have stood out in- 
definitely for hanging Coughlin, Burke 
and O'Sullivan, twenty-one years’ im- 
prisonment for Beggs and fourteen 
years for Kunze. 

After the jury had gone Beggs held 
an agreeable levee with the newspaper 
men of his acquaintance. ‘To the sur- 
prise of all of them he said he did not 
expect the verdict as rendered. He 
looked for a disagreement. He said he 
could make no explanation of his rea- 
sons now further than to say that he 
was possessed of information which led 
him to believe that the jury would 
divide on the question of guilt, and that 
he would explain further some time in 
the future. 

After the date for which argument for 
a new trial will be made was fixed, the 
prisoners, including Beggs, were hurried 
from the court-room to the jail. They 
were surrounded by detectives and 
bailiffs every man of whom was thor- 
oughly armed. As Coughlin passed 
along he sighted some old friends in the 
crowd that was staring at him in acuri- 
ous way, and he saluted them witha 
wave of the hand. As prisoners and 
guards tramped noisily along, the big 
steel gate of the jail swung open and 
the entiré party passed inside. Thon 
the gate was closed with a loud clang 
and the prisone s were shut from the 
general view. Burke was hurried to 
the boys’ department; Coughlin, O’Sulli- 
van and Kunze were caken to their cells 
and locked up. 

Beggs paid a brief visit to his cell to 
gather up some trinkets he had there, 
and then he hurried down to the office, 
where he signed a book placed before 
him. A moment later he was literally 
in the hands of his friends. As Beggs 
crossed the jail yard a little man ran 
forward to meet him. The greeting 
that was exchanged was very effusive. 
The little man was Wm. Murphy, father 
of the girl who first told the story of 
Dr. Cronin’s presence in a North Clark- 
street grip car, when in fact his mur- 
derers were packing his mutilated body 
in the big trunk. Murphy caught 
Beggs’ arm and hurried him through 
the waiting, gaping crowd to a carriage 
that was standing at the curb of the 
walk. Harry Jordon, whose connection 
with the defense movement has always 
been prominent, helped Beggs into the 
carriage. Lawyer Foster took a seat 
beside his client and then Murphy and 
Jordon and Lawyer Ames piled in in- 
discriminately and signaled the driver 
to hurry away. 

The entire party prqceeded to the 
office of Murphy & Ames, on Clark 
street. A large delegation of Irishmen 
was there to meet them, and the es- 
caped man held another levee for near- 
ly two hours, when his wife came in 
and informed him that he was due at 
home. 

Several of the jurors were interviewed 
at their homes this evening. But all of 
them declined to be interviewed further 
than to say that all talk of personal en- 
counters in the jury-room was the 
merest bosh. A resolution was passed 
to disclose nothing that had transpired 
in the jury-room. One juror said the 
reason for so long a delay in reaching a 
verdict was that the jury had waded 
through the entire mass 6f evidence, 
first taking it up as a whole and then as 
applied to each defendant. Juryman 
North, when asked why a life sentence 
instead of the death penalty ®&ad been 
given to Coughlin, Burke and O’Sulli- 
van, said there were several precedents 
for such a verdict,

Kentucky People Gone Wrong. 

At Lexington, Ky., afew days ago, 
the grand jury indicted the mayor, 
Charles Foushee, Sr., and the four po- 
lice commissioners, for neglect of duty 
in not having the Liquor law enforced, 
and the law against pool-rooms. The 
mayor’s son, C. W. Foushee, was also 
indicted for knowingly uttering a forged 
deed. These indictments have caused 
considerable excitement. 


No Trace of Poison. 

The arrest of Mrs. Cora Scales Morris, 
a kinswoman of ex-Governor Scales, at 
Reidsville, N. C., some months ago, on 
a charge of poisoning her husband, D. 
E. Morags, in order to secure the insur- 
ance on his life, caused a great sensa- 
tion at the time. Prof. Martin, of Da- 
vidson College, has made analysis of 
the stomach of Morris, and it shows no 
trace of poison. A writ of habeas cor- 
pus was applied for and was granted by 
Judge Grases, at Oxford. -It was made 
returnable before himself, at Greens- 
boro, and was argued. Judge Graves 
fixed Mrs. Morris’ bail at $5,000. 


Successful Safe Blowers. 

A safe robbery occurred a few nights 
ago at Verbena, Ala. The store of Mr. 
Mullen at that place, was entered during 
the night by burglars, who blew open 
the safe and stole about $1,000. Report 
says that the job was skillfully execut- 
ed, and the belief is prevalent that it 
was the work of an expert. 


A Nine-Year-Ola wife. 

William Balty, twenty-iour years of 
age, eloped with Sallie Wallace, the 
nine-year-old daughter of Mrs. S. Wai- 
lace, at Waterford, Miss., and was mar- 
ried to her at Bolivar, Tenn. Great in- 
dignation is manifested. Both parties 
were placed under arrest. 





Died on His Engine. 

W. B. Allen, a well-known enginevr 
of the Georgia Pacific railroad, dropped 
dead on his locomotive at Leeds, Ala., a 
few daysago. He was ill, but insisted 
on fulfilling his duty and went out as 
usual. He got to Leeds where he 
reached for the air brake, and instead 
of grasping the handle, fellin the fire- 
man’s arms with the exclamation: ‘Oh, 
my God!” and died. He was chief of 
Division 207, Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, of Atlanta. He leaves 
a wife and children. 


Three Trainmen Killed.

COLORED PEOPLE OF THE SOUTH. 


| National Convention to Be Held in Wash- 
ington Next February. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Col. Perry 
Carson, one of the recognized leaders 
among the colored men in Washington, 
has long been an advocate of a scheme of 
organization in which the colored man 
would be fully protected and defended. 
Under his guidance nearly every prom- 
inent colored inan in the country has be- 
come interested in the pro‘ect. A bureau 
of relicf has been established in every 
city, with headquariers at the capital. A 
National convention has been called to 
be held there the tir.t Monday in Febru- 


The ob‘ects of the convention are: 

First—To organize a National associa- 
tion of colorel American citizens. by 
which united and continuous effort 
shall behade to :elie-c them from the 
personal outrages iailicted upon them in 
the southern states, and to obtain all the 
rights of American citizens now denied 
them in parts of this county. 

Second—To asceriain opposiny influ- 
ences that retard tie zgrowt: of their ed- 
ucational, moral and m iterial inte-ests. 

Third—To invoke congress to pass such 
legislation as wili enable the colored 
Americans to exercise the right of fran- 
chise in southern states without fear of 
molestation; to pass the Blair education- 
al bill: also to passa _ bill to pay the de- 
— of the Freedman’s bank in full

A Building Containing Between Twelve 
and Fifteen Hundred Rooms. 

Could you, if requested, give the size 
and location of the largest building in 
the world? If, trying to answer such a 
question, would you desighate the St. 
Peter's Cathedral, the City Hall at Phil- 
adelphia, the St. Paul’s.Cathedral-or the 
Westminster Abbey as being worthy’ of 
such a high-sounding title? Not one 
person in a hundred would go outside 
the above list to find an answer for the 
question. Yet it would be necessary to 
do so before a correct answer could ‘he, 
given. There are many large buildings 
both in the United States and in Eu- 
rope; many hundred roomed structures 
of stone and iron, glass and brick. Ev- 
ery American, European and Oriental 
country has its scores of public and pri- 
vate mansions, yet Vienna, Austria, has 
the giant of them all. The ‘‘Freihaus” 
(free house) situated in Wieden, a sub- 
urb of the city just mentioned,is the most 
spacious building on the globe. Within 
its wall a whole city of human beings 
live aad work, sleep andeat. It contains 
in all between 1,200 and 1,500 rooms, di- 
vided into upwards of 400 dwelling 
apartments of from four to six rooms 
each. 

This immense house .has_ .thirteen 
courtyards—five open anid eight covered 
—and a large garden within its walls. A 
visitor to the building relates that he 
once spent two hours in looking fora 
man known to reside in the house. 

Scarcely a trade, handiwork or. profes- 
sion can be named which is not repre- 
sented in this enormous building. ‘Gol.t 
and silver workers, makers of fancy 
articles, lodging house keepers, : books 
agents, turners, hatters, offi- 
cers, locksmiths, joiners, tutors, scien: 
tific men, government clerks, three 
bakers 18 tailors, 29 shoemakers and 
many other tradesmen live in it. 

The house has 31 stair cases, and 
fronts on three streets and one square. 
In one day the postman’s delivery has 
amounted to as many as 1,000 pieces to 
this single, but titanic house. To ad- 
dress a letter to the house and to the 
person it is intended for does not assure 
the sender that the person to whom it is 
addressed will ever receive it. In order 


to “make assurance doubly snge,” al fare. not, fitted for great physical labor. 
ug’ | In the go@duess of'Ged, the eyolution of 


letters addressed to the » “lreihang’ 
must be provided with both the given 
and the surname of the person for whom 
it is intended, the number of the court, 
the number of the staircase*and the 
number of the apartment: otherwise it is 
as apt to go astray as though addressed 
to a city unprovided with directions 
as to street and number. At the present 
time 2,112 persons live in this immense 
building and pay an annual rental of 
over 100,000 florins.—St. Lotis Republic.

HISTORIC EARTHQUAKES. 











Shocks That Destroyed Entire Cities ana 
Thousands of Persons. . 

One of the most remarkable earth 
quakes of antiquity overthrew many 
cities of Italy, but did not interrupt the 
battle of Thrasmine, which was raging 
atthe time. This was in the year 217 
i. C. In 365 A. D., the greater part of 
the Roman world was convulsed by an 
earthquake, which was foHowed. by- 
tidal waves. For a long time afterward 
the city of Alexandria annually com: 
memorated the fatal day when 50,000 
citizens lost their lives inan inundation. 
Two centuries later the Roman Empire 
again was shaken, and credulity. is stag- 
gered by the statement that 250,000.lives 
were lost. 

One shrinks from enumerating many 


to attGmpt the task is to sup full of hor- 
rors. In the early history of America 
the disappearance of whole cities was 
not enusual. In 1456 60,000 persons 


were destructive shocks in Syria, and’at 
Balbec 20,000 perished... In 1783 Guate- 
mala, with all its riches and 8,000 fami- 
lies, was swallowed up. In -Sieily.and 
Calabria, from 1788 to 1786, the: ¥ictims 
reached a total of 80,000. Ghina’s cap- 


tudes were killed in a series of shocks 
that were distributed through ten years. 
And so on until the statistics become 
sickening. _ 

Theo great Lisbon earthquake ef 1775 
will be remembered as the one im which 
the good Dr. Johngon -refused to be- 
lieve, although he pinnea his faith to 
the story of the Cock lane ghost,®, This 
shock extended over a surfateOf the 
globe four times greater tham that of 
Europe, destroying the cities of Fez and 
Mesquinez in Morocco, with 15,000 per- 
sons; and affecting the coasts of Green- 
land, the Isle of Madeira, and the West 
Indies, nearly. 4,000 . miles..away....In 
Lisbon it was All-Saints’ Day, the hour 
of high mass, and all the churches were 
crowded. There were three shocks; and 
then the city was in ruins. The. earth- 
quake was followed by the horrers of a 
conflagration. eiiiatee 

In the Caracas earthquake in 1919'the 


people were praying, like those of Lis- |. 


bon, when the desolation. came upon 
them. It was Thursday of ‘Holy Week, 
and ‘great numbers were in the-churches. 
At least 4,000 people perished in the 
downfall of the sacred edifices. One 
cathedral only held out.—Notes and 
Queries.

IN WOMAN'S BEHALF. 
_MAN’S MISSION. 


According to St. Paul, he Should Lift Up 
and Sustain Woman as his Equal. 

Now, in all lands where the influence 
of Jesus Christ is unfelt, woman is de- 
graded.. ‘The man rules over her with 
selfish tyranny. There is nothing that 
distinguishes a country in which the in- 
fluence of Jesus Christ is in any degree 
felt from a heathen country so much as 
the revolutionary change in the condi- 
-tion of woman. I was very much struck, 
Says Rev.:Hugh Price Hughes, M.’A., in 
Methodist Times, by a conversation that 
my colleague, Dr. Lunn,~ had with me 
the other day with respect to a very en- 
lightened and , distinguished native 
whose acquaintance he formed when he 
was in‘'India. This native, who had 
pen something of a Christian home as 

exists in the familyiof# stissidnary, 
was bitterly regretting that they had 
notrace vf that relation between man 
and woman in Hindu society. The fact 
is that the home is the peculiar product 
of Christianity. It is difficult for any 
one who has not been in Asia to under- 


stand how entirely different is the 
position woman occupies where 
the power of Christ - has © not 
been __s felt. But the work of 


emancipating woman from the tyranny 
of masculine selfishness has been only 
very imperfectly done in Europe; and 
the mission of the’Christ-like man is, as 
St. Paul teaches us, to lift up woman to 
his own level, to share all he has with 
woman, as Christ shares all He has with 
Ys. .Remember that the Christian 
shares: not,,.dnly the joy, but, as Christ 
himpelf said with his @WH lips, the 
throne of His Saviour; and in due time, 
as .the _purposes of Christ are fulfilled, 
woman will share all that man has as 
fully as the Christian is invited to share 
all that Christ has.) So that whem per- 
sohs talk about wWoman’ssphete—and I 
apologize for using the phrase even as a 
title for my address, for it seems to im- 
ply somé inferiority 6r some limitation 
—the only possible answer that any one 
can give who understands either the 
lové of Christ-or the: teaching of St. 
Paul is that woman’s sphere is the 
world, and that whatever it is right 
for man to do, it is right for 
woman to do. Of course, her inferior 
physical strength should be spared the 
severe forms of physical toil. But that 
same argument would obviously apply 
to any man who did not happen to be fit 
fora navy. It is clear that some men 
are physically weaker than others, and 


human society is ever in a direction in 
which differences of physical strength 
become ef less and less importance. Any 
one whoghas Watched” the larger effect 
of the disdoyéry of modern machinery 
~will be sonsoled, amid a great deal of 
regret that he may share with Ruskin 
on cértain points, by the fact that the 
ultimate tendency of machinery obvi- 
ously is todo for the human race the 
more mechanical and morg laborious 
work which has hitherto been done by 
human hands; and in this way there can 
be no,-donbé.that the tendency. of ma- 
chinery is “to take ovér that very labo- 
rious,.physical work for which women 
‘are obyiously unfit. Asfar as I know, 
there is only one occupation of man 
for which a woman is absolulely unfit, 
and that is war. But then war is of the 
devil, and ought to cease. The very fact 
that it would be outrageous for women 
to imitate the ancient Amazons and en- 
gage in war, is only one additional 
teason why the insanity and wickedness 
of»war should come to an end as soon as 
possible. Th faet I do not know & better 
practical ethical maxim than this—that 
whatever is wrong for women is wrong 
foraman. God forbid that I should ever 
do anything Which it would not be right 
‘for a woman to fio!” And; if’ men have 
ever done anything that women ought 
not to do, so much the more shame for 
men.

Man’s advantage in that 
respect has. been offset by the extra ex- 
penses he has always been subjected to, 
and as: woman enlarges her liberty and 
sphere of action these outlays will be 
forced upon herself. It is in the nature 
of things that the equality, talked about 
s6 much means. equality in all ways. 


Individual Responsibility. 

It is the duty of conscientious women, 
aS it is of men, to express their views as 
to the best methods of securing good 
government; under our political system 
this is done by the ballot. And this is 
true of all moral questions, not because 
all women are good, nor because all men 
are bad, but because both have in- 
dividual responsibilities which neither 
can shoulder for, the other. For this 
reason, if there were noother, women 

«should heve full suffrage. Then, if,one 
f woman prefers’ to use: what influence 
she may possess, to secure certain polit- 
ical results—either good or bad, the 
principle is the same—and clinch it by 
her own personal vote, she can do'so. If 
another prefers to take more time and 
scatter her -influence farther, the right 
to dp,so will stl be hers.—Mrs. J. M.

SEX IN EDUCATION. 


Proper Instraction for the Formation of 
Character. 
It isa commonly accepted view, writes 
Mary E. Cardwill, in Education, that 
the chief end of a woman’s school educa- 
tion is refinement; that of a man’s prac- 
tical utility. How else can we account 
for the practice in many ‘‘well-to-do” 
families of sending the girls to high 
schools and colleges, while the boys are 
permitted to grow up uneducated? For 
what other reason are art and music, or 
accomplishments, still. thought more 
suitable for girls than for boys? Why 
else are girls still allowed to neglect 
solid intellectual acquirements for the 


ments? Ideal education is the develop- 
ment of the individual, and the best re- 
sults can be attained only by the indi- 
vidual training of every boy and of 
every girl. Until the millennium comes 
a little nearer, however, children will 
be educated in masses, and natural apti- 
tudes can be only in a measure consid- 
ered. But while an ideal standard in 
methods isso slowly approached as to 
seem little more than a fair dream of 4 
far distant future, the greatest aim of 
all systems of education is after all, the 
formation of character. With this aim 
in view, it is difficult to understand why 
the question of sex should enter into 
education. 
Is it not just as important to boys as 
to girls to be gentle, thoughtful, tender 
and virtuous? Is it not as important to 
girls as to boys to be honest, prompt in 
keeping engagements, self-helpful and 
useful? Why should not the study of 
the classics give the same fine literary 
tastes, deep culture and peculiar mental 
development to the. one sex as to the 
other? Why should not the samme dis- 
cipline of mind; and development of 
practical sense, accrue. alike to both 
sexes from the study of mathematics? 
Why should not girls as well as boys be 
given the benefit of lessons so important 
to life, and acquire the same habits of 
accuracy, to be léarned from the thorough 
study of natural science? Why, again, 
should not boys, whose life experiences 
make the saving influencé of personal 
refinement peculiarly necessary, be 
taught music, French, drawing, decor- 
ative art, and other things supposed to 
be so important in-the education of a 
refined young lady?
